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Sir: 

This responds to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement, dated 
November 29, 2007. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group I, claims 1-4, 6-13 
and 23-25 for examination. This election is made without traverse. 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement, Applicant elects as follows: 

A. As an isoflavid compound of formula (I) of claim 1 : compound 12 (dehydroequol), as 
disclosed on page 12 of the specification. 

B. As a cancer/tumor to be treated: ovarian cancer. 

C. As a chemotherapeutic agent: cisplatin. 
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All of the claims, i.e., claims 1-4, 6-13 and 23-25, of the elected Group read on the 
elected species. 

Applicant submits that if any of the elected claims is found to be allowable, claims 
dependent therefrom should similarly be considered allowable in the same application. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 
claims 15, 16, 17, and 19-21.
